His Excellency said:— 

My Lord Bishop, Ladies and 
Gentlemen:—I want to put a very 
plain case to you this afternoon. 
We know-—we cannot help but 
know—that on every stricken fleld 
in China there lie after each bat- 
lle men-—a few hours ago strong, 
hearty, now in an agony of pain— 
fur whom the future holds one of 
three possible prospects, a iinger- 
ing death, the blasted Mfe of a 
eripple or, thirdly, restoration in 
part or tn whole to health and 
strength. 

If we were actually to be con- 
fronted with such a one, and if 
the means tv help him were at 
hand, stretcher, ambulance and 
bPospital, who among us would he- 
sitate to carry that stretcher and 
help with that ambulance until 
the victim of war had reached the 
Surgeon? Wou'd we not strain 
every nerve and muscle to get that 
man to hospital? Would we care 
whether we risked our very lives if 
he lay there in the flesh, bleeding 
at our feet? 

I tell you that thousands of 
these stricken, pain-torn, dying 
men are lying about you this very 
afternoon. Not here physically in 
Hongkong. but over there in China 
for which land beats the heart of 
every Chinese man and Chinese 
woman and of every friend of 
China, however loyal a British 
subject he or she may be.

SAYS EXPERT 


“Rationing means making the best use of limited 
essential commodities,” declared MR. DONALD TYER- 
MANN, the well-known economist, when he broadcast from 
London yesterday ° ‘on the latest developments in war 
economy in Britain and the manner in .which the people 
were responding to fresh restrictions being made on them. 


“We are just getting used 
here to rationing on clothes,” 
said Mr. Tyermann, “and now 
we are entering a new period 
of food rationing. There are 
to be a number of new devices 
for g&tting us essentials like 
butter and sugar at the same 
shop. 

WAR LCONOMICS 
“When we started rationing, we 


thought that rationing was a sign: 


of weakness. Now we know bet- 
ter, not because we are worse off, 


but because we understand the/ 


economics Of war better. 

“No matter how well off a na- 
tion is, a nation has not got an 
supply of everything. 
for instance, haye not 
unlimited supply of 
transvort and ships, 80 
the less we can use of these things 
the better. This process of eking 
out is simply rationing.”

IMPORTANT AIM 


“There is no sa much ship space 
to spare for so much tobacco and 
rationing there would be a theore- 
tical solution. But how can you 
ration tobacco? 


Rationing, therefore, is mainly 
meant to prevent siortage rather 
then to cure it and that js the 
important aim of wartime policy. 
That is why pretty well every: 
thing important, such as raw 
materials “and food, are rationed 
already.” . 

In conclusion Mr. Tyermann 
satd that rearming could ‘not be 
carried out successfully without 
priority in certain industries and 
commodities and this has got to 
be done.

MOSCOW, July 21 (Reutery— 
“The political groups now leading 
Poland, particularly General 
Sikorski, have always understood 
that Germany is Poland's enemy,” 
declares a press bulletin, issued by 
the Information Bureau. 

Poland, it is stated, can only 
exist as a dependont state if It 
‘stands on friendly terms with 
Russian. The bulictin expresses 
confidence. that the Pollsh people 
will not be fooled by Hitler's new 
plan to enact the role of “saviour 
of Poland” by creating a so-called 
independent state -bereft of Pom-
